The pretence that these American air- 
men were punished for having machine- 
gunned civilians in the streets of Tokyo 
is an after-thought, suggested by the 
dawning fear that a day of retribution 
will come, as come it will. Allied airmen do 
not deliberately kill unarmed people. And 
there is trustworthy evidence that the bul- 
lets which struck Japanese civilians during 
the raid were bullets fired by Japanese 
fighter planes attacking the bombers from 
above. The so-called “executions” were 
simply official murders, prompted by hate 
and the policy of terrorism.
